An Immense Steel Rall Plant te Be 
Erected at Youngstown. 


Pittsburg, Pa., October 5.—Powerful com- 
petition to the steel rail trust is coming 
from the Mahoning valiey. At Youngstown, 
O., an immense piant has been erected by 
the Ohio Steel Company at a cost of $1,500,- 
000. In January next it will be placed in 
operation day and night, with a carefully 
selected crew of experienced workmen. The 
plant will have a capacity of 1,000 tons of 


steel rails per day and by reason of thes 


many modern improvements employed will 
do the work at a great saving in cost over 
present methods. The new development 
threatens destruction to the colossal pool 
which now virtually controls steel rails and 
billet production in the United States, and 


it seems. certain that steel rails will be; 


cheaper in a: few months than ever before 
in America. The plant was vstensiviy 
constructed far the manufacture of steel 
billets to supply the mills in the Mahoning 
valley, who herétofore ‘have pur¢hased this 
product from Pittsburg manufacturers, The 
mills are so constructed, however, that with 
interchangéadle rolls, which wil be em- 
ployed,. billets or rails may be turned out at 
the will. of the Operators. The start in 
January will be on Dillets. . Subsequently 
steel rails will be the main product of the 
plant, which will give employment to 1,000 
men.

SHOT ONE OF THE ROBBDNS

who dynamited the Bloomfield bank sa’ea 
on Wednesday night and got away with 
nearly $5,000 in cash, were run down by a 
posse and bloodhounds near this place last 
night.

There were 
three of them, one of whom was shot down. 
He was taken to Switz City. four miles 
from here, and gave the name of Charles 
Rivers, of Indianapolis, Rivers had $1,100 
of the stolen money on his person. He is 
badly wounded and will die. The other two 
are still at large.

JUDGE GAYNOR DECLINES TO RUN 


Now Senstor Will Lets It Be Known That 
He Will Make the Race—Lamont 
Explains His Presence. 


New York, October 5.—The conference of 
the various anti-Tammany associations was 
held this afternoon in the United Charities 
building. There were present committees 
from: the O’Brien anti-Tammany. democra- 
cy; the Grace new state democracy; the 
Steckler independent county democracy; the 
Confederated Good Government Clubs; the 
Republican Organization Club, and the Ger- 
man-American Reform Union. 

The committee of seventy this afternoon 
had preparéd a reguiar county ticket, which 
was unanimously adopted by the commit- 
tee. It was as follows: Mayor, Colonel 
Willlam L. Strong; recorder, John W. 
Goff; president of the board of aldermen, 
John Jerolomen; sheriff, Otto Kempner; 
judge of the superior court, Henry NR. Beek- 
man; coroners, Dr. William O’Meagher and 
Dr. W. E. Hoeber. 

Trere were thirty delegates present from 
each of the anti-Tammany associations, 
and each man was a prominent member of 
the association he represented. 

The session lasted over three hours, and 
when it came to a close nothing definite 
had been done. The Grace democracy boli- 
ed the committee of seventy’s ticket entire- 
ly, refusing to have anything to do witna a 
ticket which was headed by a republican as 
candidate for mayo... The German-Ameri- 
can Union, through its spokesman, Theo- 
dore Suro, said that they accepted the nom. 
ination of Mr. Goff for recorder, but that 
they could not accept the rest of the tickct 
until they had consui.ed with the organi. 
zation, 

What a Mixture. 

The followers of James O’Brien, through 
their spokesman, Captain Brady, declared 
gat they were willing to accept the ticket 
of the committee of seventy in their eager- 
ness to down Tammany hall. 

John E. Milholland also said that his par- 
ty was willing to accept the ticket and the 
Steckler organization also said it would 
stick to the committee of seventy’s ticket. 

The Times tomorrow wil! publish the fol- 
lowing: 

“In all the conferences yesterday 
more or less talk was heerd of the attitude 
of the administration, and the presence in 
town of Colonel D, §. Lamont, secretary 
of war, was taken as. an indication that a 
personal representative of the administra- 
tion was interfering with the campaign. 
Colonel Lamont himself exploded these tne- 
ories to a represen:ative of The New York 
Times, who saw him last night. ‘I have 
been in New York,’ he said, ‘purely on bus- 
iness connected with the war department 
and to kéep engagements made a long time 
ago with army officials. Outside of army 
officers you are the only person I have seen 
since my arrival in the city.’ 

Hill Sawed Wood. 

“An iniimate friend of Senator Hill, in 
discussing the apparent lethargy in dem- 
ocratic circles, explained the situation thus: 
‘Up 'to noon today it was by no means set- 
tled that either Senator Hill or Congregss- 
man Lockwood would accept the nomina- 
tions the state convention had conferred 
upon them. Each was willing to yield to 
some oher democrat if the right man was 
chosen. At no time since the convention 
adjourned has either one of these candi- 
dates expressed a willingness to accept the 
nomination, and at all times t'ney were will- 
ing ‘to retire in favor of a democrat who 
would conciliate and unite the party. Not 
till today, when Judge Gaynor declined the 
honor Senator Hill wished to impose upon 
him, of taking the nomination for governor, 
was it determined that Hill would lead the 
ticket. Had Gaynor accepted Hill would 
have retired and taken the stump for him 
and the rest of the ticket.’ ”’ 

Senator Hill's first speech in the campaign 
will be made at Utica, October 16th, and 
his last, November 3d, at Elmira, where, 
for the last thirteen years, he hes annually 
wound up the campaign. 


JUDGE GAYNOR DECLINES 


The Nomination as Judge of the Court 
of Appeals. 

Brooklyn, N. -Y.. October 5.—William 
J. Gaynor this evening wrote a letter to the 
Hon. J. W.’ Hinckley, chairman of the 
aemocratic state committee, declining the 
nomination conferred upon him by the dem- 
ocratic party to run on their ticket for 
judge of the court of appeals. In his let- 
ter Judge Gaynor gays: 

“The reasons which I publicly assigned 
for not wishing to become the nominee for 
governor preclude me from accepting any 
place on the ticket, as may be seen by re- 
curring to them, and I am, therefore, con- 
strained to decline the nomination for judge 
of the court of appeals as grateful as I 
feel for it, and aw much as I shoutd like 
to hold a place of so much usefuiness. 

“If I thought that the withdrawal of 
my name would injure Senator Hill's can- 
vass I would try to see some way to allow 
it to remain, for his recent development in 
the national senate places him with the 
foremost public men of his day. Between 
him and his opponent he should, and I trust 
will, prevail.”’

The steamer Tyrian ar- 
rived last night from Gibara. whither she 
had gone for a cargo of bananas. None 
were to be had, however.

About Banes 500,00) 
bunehes of the fruit, it was estimaied, had 
been ruined. The vessel managed to se- 
cure a small cargo of sugar and tobacco. 

The stemmer Panama, from Havana.

Though the town is twenty miles 
from the ocean, the high tides caused the 
river Sagua to rise so high that a third of

Lost at a Fire in Detroit 
Yesterday. 

Détroit, Mich., October 5.—Fire at 7:45 
o'clock this morning completely gutted 
Keenan & Jahn’s furniture store at Nos. 
213, 215 and 217 Woodward avenué,” entail- 
ing a loss of $60,000 on stock and $25,000 on 
the Dbulaing. The fire started in the boiler 
room arul shot up the freight elevator shaft, 
gaining such a headway that the firemen 
were unable to save any portion of the 
building or contents. 

The floors of the building fell in at 9:15 
o’clock and the front and rear walls imme- 
diately collapsed. The men of engine 
company No. 9, chemieal No. 1 and truck 
No. 2 were working in the windows and 
doors on the ground floor in front. In the 
rear the men of engine company No. 8 
were playing on the fire from a bridge 
that spanned the alley. The men were 
working close to the rear walls and when 
they collapsed they were completely imbed- 
ded in the debris. Every man in the com- 
pany, except the captain, was more or less 
injured and [Frederick A. Bussey, a spec- 
tator, who was standing beneath the bridge, 
was killed. The work of rescue was imme- 
diately begun and in fifteen minutes the 
men who had been working in the alley 
were taken out. The firemen working on 
the front of the building did not fare so 
well, however. Wien the first crack of 
the falling floors was heard, the men start- 
el to run, but the walls came down on 
them so swiftly that all were buried under 
tons of brick and mortar. The walls did 
net fall outside of the middle of the side- 
walk and the last brick had _ scarcely 
touched the walk before the work of rescue 
in front began.

IT IS AN UNCHRISSIAK-LIKE ORDER 


This One Has No Mercy—Ezan Has Some- 
thing to Say in Megard to the 
Policy of the Church, 


New York, October 5.—At a meeting of the 
executive national republican committee, 
Chairman Manley submitted a long letter 
from Patrick Egan, dated September Ith, 
bearing upon the American Protective As- 
sociation. After giving the purposes for 
which the American Protective Association 
was formed, viz: to retard and break down 
the power of the pope, and also to oppose 
the Roman Catholic candidates for public 
oifices, Mr. Egan says:

“It is attempting by stealth, by secret 
delegations, and by fallacious representa- 
tion regarding its numerical strength and 
influence, to intimidate and capture weak- 
kneed politicians of ail parties and commit 
them to pledges to support the un-Christian 
and un-American objects of the order; and 
Seeing that all present indications point in 
the direction of republican success, it is 
making specia! efforts to attach itself to 
the republican party that it may be able 
to claim & share in iis prospective victories. 

“The Roman Catholics, numbering at 


present nearly one-fifth of the population. 


of the United States, never have sought 
and never will seek any advantage of their 
fellow citizens. They never have coun- 
tenanced, and never will countena2rce, either 
persecution oor proscription against any 
other section of the people on account of 
religious beliefs.

ENGLAND WATCHING JAPAN, 


She Is Determined That the Settlement 
‘Shall Be International. 

Manchester, October 5.—The Guardian 
Says today that English dipiomats in Japan 
cabled to London on September 0th the 
destination of the secret expedition which 
left Niroshima last week and also described 
the policy that the Japanese covernment 
would adopt in the event of the col? apse of 
China. Russia and Engiard, however, 
have decided that the settlement of the 
trouble between China and Japan shall be 
an international, and not merely a Japanese 
affair, and this fact has tended-to make 
Japan angry. Germany and France, The 
Guardian says, concurred in the plan to 
make the settlement an internationa] mat- 
ter. The policy of the United States gov- 
ernment is uncertain. It has been the 
tendency of the United States for the last 
twenty years to strike out its own line 
on eastern questions without regard to other 
powers. Japan in her present mood, will 
pay no heed to the representations made 
by the powers unless they shall be accom- 
panied by tangible evidences of the intenp- 
tion to back them up. It was to authorize 
this, according to The Guardian, that the 
ministerial council of yesterday was sum- 
moned. 

The paper further says that after »e 
show of force, Japan would be teld that 
Engiand desired that an armistice be estab- 
lished and on Sehalf of Europe would im- 
mediately call an international conference. 

The Globe in an article referring to yes- 
terday’s ministerial council, ridicules the 
idea that it was summoned merely for the 
purpose of sending warships to protect the 
lives and property of British residents in 
China and expresses the opinion that The 
Manchester Guardian's articie of today 
gives the real reason for the meeting of 
the ministers. 

The St. James Gazette expresses a simi- 
lar opinion. 

Must Consult the Powers. 

London, October 5.—A dispatch to The 
Morning Post from Shanghai says that 
several Japanese warships are patrolling 
the sea near Wel-hai-Wei, or Port Arthur. 
The warships approach the coast at night- 
fall and steam away again at dawn. 

The Morning Post insists that it is im- 
possible to allow Japan to dictate terms to 
China without consulting the [European 
powers. The Morning Post discusses Amer- 
ica’s interests in the question and concludes 
that these are purely commercial, while 
Europe's are ane political. For the sake 
} Peace, it says, Russia, Ger- 
* vy, and Great Britain must in- 
tervene, 

Chinese Retreating. 

London, October 6.—The Central News 
ccrrespondent in Shanghai telegraphe: ’ 

' “Seventy Japanese transports passed the 
northern promontory, near Chee-Foo, on 
the morning of October 2d. 

‘“New-Chwang reports are to the effect 
that the Chinese are in full retreat from 
Moukden. 

“Ten thousand armed Coreans are re 
celving Japanese pay.”’ 

Germans Will Appeal. 

A Yokohama dispatch published here 
says: The German residents of Japan have 
resolved to appeal to Germany agninst the 
proposed revision of the treaty between 
Germany and Japan, regarding fcreign con- 
sular jurisdiction. Japan desires the trcaty 
revised on the lines of the recent treaty 
between England and Japan, which. after 
a certain period, does away with the Prit- 
ish consular courts. The Germans tre op- 
posed to the abolition of the cunsuviagr 
courts. 


A NEW ENGINE OF DEATH. 


A Fort Worth Man Makes & Deal with 
China. 

Fort Worth, Tex., October 5.—The latest 
discovery of destructive machines is the in- 
vention of a Fort Worth man, General F. 
M. Clarke, late secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The invention is called electri. 
cal fish-shaped torpedo, to be used in na- 
val warfare. It has been tested and works 
to perfection. The torpedo can be so con- 
trolled by electrical appliances that it can 
be projected against worships and blow 
them to atoms. General Clarke ieft tonight 
for New York to complete a deal with the 
Chinese government to supply the torpe- 
does to be used in the war with Japan. 

The Chinese are to pay $1,000,000, of which 
sum the inventor is to receive $600,000 and 
his partner, Colonel Fred Grant, the re- 
maining $400,000. General Clarke received a 
check for $6,000 from the Chinese govern- 
ment to pay his expenses in consummating 
the great deal. The invention is not a 
patent as the chemical combination forming 
the explosive is a secret known only to the 
inventor. . |

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SUICIDE AT MARIETTA. 


Captain Jnines Hughes Takes His Life. 
His Life Well Insured: 


Marietta, Ga., October o.—(Special.)—The 
members of Captain James G. Hughes's 
family was aroused at 3:30 o'clock this 
morning by two loud pistol shots at the 
back. door of their residence. These reborts 
were followed by a deep groan and’ &pnie. 
thing fell heayily to the floor of tha small 
veranda in front of the back, door. ....; 

Quickly, rushing down Mrs. Hughes, the 
captain’s wife, and their. daugh- 
ter, Miss Dora, found the cap- 
tain’s room door next to the verandd open 
and he was missing. The back door was 
open and through it they went and found 
the father amd husband lying on the floor 
on his right side. At his feet was a pistol, 
ihe captain was dying. } 

The next-door neighbora wWefe sooh arous- 
ed and messengers flew for medical aid. 
Drs. Simpson, Setze, Nolan and Cortelon 
were quickly on hand, but too late. Death 
had been aimost instantaneous. He never 
spoke after he was shot, and to his daugh- 
ter, Miss Dora, who held ‘his hand. and the 
other members of his family. around ‘him, 
the terrible fact was quickly apparent ‘that 
the father and husband was beyond all hu- 
man ald. 

The cause of his suigide no human being 
knows. No one was about him when the 
shots were fired and no note explaining the 
ueced was le({t, so far as any one has yet 
learned. He had, for some time, been a 
great sufferer, A gunshot wound that he 
received in the late war had given him 
great «rouble and impeded his locomotion. 
Hecently eczema had set in and this caus- 
ed his nights to be sleepless and fitted with 
great sufiering. On last Wednesday his 
pains were so acute that tears streapyd 
down his face. Yesterday his suftering,3™.e 
grea:, did not seem so bad as on Wednes. 
day. He complained, and tobacco -leaves 
were wrapped uround his legs, wanich gave 
relief. He ate. his dinner and gupper and 
played cards with some of the family till 
about 9 o'clock at night, stating that by 
doing so he could partly forget his suffer- 
ing. He went to bed at this hour and this 
was the last seen of him until he was 
found us deseribed. His room was down- 
gtairs and he siept by himself. 

It is the generally accepted theory that 
along in the early hours of morning bis 
sufferings became more than he could 
bear; that he got his pistol and walked out 
on the back veganda Fee ‘placing it 
against the left breast, fired. Tha bullet 
went gtraight to his heart. The-second bul- 
let may have been fired in the fall. . 

Coroner M. R. Lyon tmpaneled a jury 
of inquest this morning, but no verdict has 
been made. 

Captain Hughes stood well. He was born 
in Ireland more than sixty years ago. He 
came to America when a young man. He 
lived in Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
later in New York. From this state he 
enlisted in the union army: and “mare ‘ta 
brave soldier. After the war he w ap- 
pointed superintendent of the national. cem- 
etcry here and held tne position for SiX<teen 
years. Under President: Harrison he bBe- 
came postmaster of Marictta and held this 
position for four years. 

He had between $15,000 and 320,000 inaur-

Still Cotton Is Lower Than It Ever Was 
Be!ore—A)l Industries Are ina More 
Satisfactory Condition. 


New York, October 5.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow, October 6th, will say. 

“While no radical change has appeared 
this week there are evidences pointing to 
continued progress in the direction of im- 
provement. This is true of the country at 
large. From the south the most favorable 
report comes from Jacksonville, where 


- Wholesale trade is good and retail trade im- 


proves. Merchandise is moving satisfac- 
torily from Savannah and from Charies- 
ton and Chattariooga. Evansville finds en- 
couragement in increased bank: clearings, 
although collections have been disappoint- 
ing. Business has been fair at Memphis 
in dry goods, shoes and clothing, and at 
Atianta the volume of trade has increased 
10 per cent in miost leading lines. Improve- 
ment is also Shown at Augusta and the 
volume of sales of groceries and hardware 
from New Orleans has increased. Galves- 
ton and Birmingham report no changé.” 

: Dun’s Review of rade. 

R. G, Dun.& Co,’s weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will say: 

“The lowest prices ever known for wheat 
and cotton necessarily imply somewhat 
restricted consumption of other products. 
With the chief money crops of the west and 
south sinking in value, it is not strange 
that purchases of manufactured products 
are smaller than was expected. Wheat has 
touched the lowest point ever known for 
options, and cotton the lowest ever known 
in any form with the present classifica- 
tion, and the accumulation of stocks in 
both products is discouraging to purchasers 
for an advance. Producers are compeliled 
to gell at prices below the ordinary cost of 
raising crops and in some western states 
there is also a lamentable failure of the 
eorn .crop. Under the circumstances it 
‘would be very strange if the demand for 
manufactured products should be quite as 
large as itn other years. . 

“Cotton is onme-vighth of' a cent.lower, 
the cash price. being the lowest known for 
forty-five years, and considering the differ- 
ence in classification it is perhaps lower 
than at any time in 1849, and estimates 
that the ercp is more than 10,000,000 bales 
are: more commonly credited now than esti- 
mates of 3,500,000 were two months ago. 
With favorable weather the yield seems 
likely to.net larger than ever known. 

‘Cotton print cloths are a shade stronger, 
as the news from Fall River regarding the 
duration of the strike is less encouraging, 
but for other goods the market is slow, as 
might be expected In view of the heavy de- 
cline in the raw nmterial. 

“The condition of industries is in some 
respect more satisfactory. LKvidentiy there 
is. a larger demand for iron products than 
there was a month ago, thought the in- 
crease in output has been somewhat greater 
than the increase in the demand, so that 
prices steadily tend-downward. 

‘Bessemer pig iron is selling ‘at $10.90 at 
Pittsburg and bar iron at 9% cents, with 
steel bars at $1.05, while a contract to sup- 
press the. principal western competitor in 
nail manufacture is expected to hold the 
price at $1 for wire and 8&5 cents for cut 
nails. The structural iron market is fairly 
active at the west, without change at the 
east, and while the coke output has now 
become the heaviest ever known, 149,775 tons 
for the week, the price 18 declining and 
steps are being taken to limit the supply. 
The volume of domestic trade indicated by 
the exchanges at the principal clearing 
nowses is 11.8 per cert larger thun a year 
ago, but in comparison with 1892 rhows a 
decrease of 22.8 per cent. 

“In the money market more commercial 
paper is coming into sight, though on the 
whole the market is by no means encourag- 
ing and good single-name paper has been 
placed at 3 per cent, the lowest rate on 
record. 

‘Commercial failure in the third quarter 
of 1894 have involved liabilities of $29,361,196 
exclusive of banking institutions and rail- 
roads, against $82,469,221 reported a year 
ago for the same quarter, and for nine 
months of 1894 the liabilities have been $131,- 
094,502, against $251,334,265 last year. The 
manufacturing Habilities were $12,331,892, 
egainst $23,606,865 reported a year ago, and 
in trading $14,131,230 for the quarter, against 
$58,814,176 a year ago. For the month of 
September the Habilitfes have been smaller 
than in any cther month this year, only 
$6,897,124, of which $2,904,873 were of manu- 
facturing and. $3,650,002 of trading concerns. 

“The failures for the past week have been 
219 in the United States, agcinst 320 last 
year, and thirty-nine in Canada, against 
forty-five last year.”’

The firm had a handsomely engraved 
..formeot note, showing that_it borrowed ex- 
tensively. in the case of the Connecticut 
bank mentioned above, the collateral for 
the note was $6,000 Illinois Central rail- 
road 4 per cent bonds and $14,000 5 per cent 
bonds of the American Debenture Com- 
pany, of New York. The deberture com- 
pany was a creation of Coffin & Stanton’s. 
It issued its own bonds, and these were 
‘placed in trust with the Atlantic Trust 
Company to secure the securities whith 
caine into the hands of Coffin & Stanton. 
The debenture company was authorized to 
issue $2,000,000 of bonds. It put out from 
July 1, 1893, $1,000,000 of the bonds, but up 
to date has retired all but $216,000 of them. 

The actual cause of the stringency in 
the affairs of the firm appears to have 
‘been their inability to find a market for 
the municipal securities which came into 
their hands. It is feared that the banks 
which made loans to them will sustain con- 
siderable losses. They were rated by 
Bradstreet at between $400,000 and $500,000, 
but of late their credit had been poor. The 
London office of the firm was at No. 48 
Threadneedle street. The firm is ¢om- 
posed of William E. Coffin and Walter L. 
Stanton and has been in existence about 
ten years.

An Unpleasant Episode. 

It is to be regretted that the count ind 
the fifth and second wards was delayed 
so long. 

Some of the candidates and many citi- 
gens could not understand it. and their 
dissatisfaction was expressed in a very 
emphatic manner. It was rumored that 
some of the managers and clerks in the 
fifth ward had been guilty of irregulari- 
ty and drunkenness, and there was also 
a good deal of grumbling about the slow 
count in the second ward. 

The sixth ward polled a larger vote 
than either the fifth or the second, and 
yet the count in the sixth was finished 
by 8 o'clock on the morning after the 
election, while the count in -the other 
two wards dragged slowly along until. 
late in the afternoon. Naturally, this 
provoked a good deal of comment, and 
unpleasant rumors were circulated. 

Of course, it is not likely that the 
charges of drunkenness and irregularity 
were well founded, but it must be ad- 
mitted that the count in the fifth and 
second wards. was unnecessarily pro- 
longed. The managers and clerks doubt- 
less acted fairly and faithfully all the 
way through, but it is plain that they 
did not work with the energy and the 
rapid and systematic methods. of. the 
managers and clerks in the sixth and in 
other wards. 

lu future we must avoid anything of 
the kind. Our election and primary 
managers and clerks should be men of 
experience, and when the vote is too 
heavy for one set to handle expeditious- 
ly, two sets should be appointed. Any 
unexpected delay in counting the vote, 
especially when a contest is close and 
exciting, will give rise to ugly reports 
and charges, even when the men who do 
the counting are faithful and of aver- 
age capacity. 

We cannot afford. to have a repetition 
of the slow methods which have eaused 
s0 much dissatisfaction in our recent 
city primary, It is an easy matter to 
get a force large enough and sufficiently 
expert to count the vote of the biggest 
ward in the city in the course of a few 
hours.

The death of the czar of-Russia may

The career of Alexander III has been a 
melancholy illustration of the irony of a 
despot’s fate. The second son of Alexander 
the Libérator, he was constitutionally indo- 
lent, pleasuré-loving and morose in temper, 
and was educated as a soldier without refer- 
ence to the possibilities of succession. The 
death of the czarowitz, a popular and :ac- 
complished prince, left him at twenty heir 
to the throne, and to the responsibilities of 
state, which were profoundly distastefyl to 
him. His early manhood was embittered 
by the knowicdce that he had taken the 
place of one enceared to the hearts of Rug- 
sians, and that he could not be allowed 
in a campaign like that of thé Balkan to 
expose himseif freely and to win the only 
thing for which he really cared—a great 
military reputation. Then came the tragic 
catastrophe of his fatHer’s death and the 
opening of a gloumyY and harassing: reign, 
during which he has been condemned to live 
in daily Gread of the secret bullet and the 
exploding bomb.

A new constitutional amendment to 
be voted upon in California in Novem- 
ber reads as follows: .

The adoption of this amenément 
would et once put a stop to the investment 
of foreign capital in California and retard 
for years the development of our mines, the 
planting of orchards and the establishment 
of farming colonies, which results in the 
cutting up of large tracts of.land.

Today the American 
people owe in mortgages upon their homes 
and farms the enormous sum of $6,900,000,000. 
Their ‘homes are at stake. The shelter for 
their families and the land from which they

aga:nst $6,000,000,000 of debt for which those 
homes ard farms are bound. Suppose that 
colossal debt could be paid with silver, 
which can be bought up at 50 cents on the 
dolar, and, after being comed by the gov- 
ernment could be paid out at 100, would that 
oe a consummation worth accomplish- 
ng? 

The returns of the United States census 
of 1890 show that New York has the highest 
per capita mortgage debt, namely, $268; the 
District. of Columbia has. $226; Colorado, 
$206; California, $200, and Kansas, $170.

There- 
fore the high rate at which Colorado, Cali- 
fornia and Kansas are mortgaged’is alarm- 
ing. because most of the lands bearing the 
burden are county lands. Besides the states 
mentioned, Illinois, Wisconsin, ,Nebraska 
and Minfiesota are he*Vily loaded with mort- 
gage debts. In twenty-two states, contain- 
ing 29 per cent ot the families of the United 


k 
States, the census office reports that the 


encumbered homes (not including farms) 
that are occupied by owners have a debt 
that is 41 per cent of their value; farms, 35 
per cent; total of farms and .iomes, 38 per 
cent. 

With these facts and figures before 


us, it is plain enough that the great ques- 
tion of financial relief cannot be. side- 
tracked. The home owners and wage- 
workers of this country do not propose 
to be sold out and impoverished if they 
can help it, and they believe free silver 
and the restoration of state banks will 
save them and re-establish general pros- 
perity. . 

These issues, then, will remain very 
live ones until they are finally settled, 
and it is to be hoped that they will be 
settled in the right way. The contrac- 
tion of our currency, if it continues much 
longer, will reduce even the niiddle 
classes to poverty, as it did in England, 
after the Napoleonic wars, and with the 
financial experience of the world before 
us we should not hesitate a moment 
when the question of free silver is 
trembling in the balance.

The Griffin Call says that Nelson Holden, 
of Troup county, Georgia, joined the first 
regiment from the state when the war broke 
out, leaving behind a young and very beau- 
tiful wife, having been married only a few 
months. Holden was a good soldier, and 
only once during the war did he obtain a 
furlough and visit his wife. He was at 
home for a short time during the summer 
of 1863, and soon after he returned to the 
war he Was taken prisoner. Before Holden 
had an opportunity of writing to his wife 
after his eapture he was taken ill with a 
slow malarial fever. When captured Holden 
had become separated from his company 
and his comrades thought he had been killed 
in battle. 

Mrs. Holden’s first notice of the supposed 
death of her husband was contained in some 
resolutions passed by his company, a copy 
of which was forwarded to the family. 

Without making afiy investigation, Mrs. 
Holden mourned her husband as dead, while 
he was lingering between life and death in 
a northern prison. It was many months 
before he fully recovered from the effects of 
the terrible fever. 

Holden was not released until after the 
close of the war. and weak from his long 
illness and penniless, 
his way to the little home in Georgia. He 
was compelled to seck employment several 
times to earn money to continue his jour- 
ney, and it was late In the autumn of "1365 
when Holden came in sight of his little 
home. He was a wreck of his former self, 
and fully realized that it would be difficult 
for his own wife to recognize him. Arriving 
at the home he had left more than two 
years before. Holden found it occupied by 
strangers. Without disclosing his identity 
he asked where Mrs. Holden was. 

“Oh, she married Chris Jones and moved 
away last spring,’ was the answer received. 

Holden was prostrated by the shock of 
this startling inteHigence, bug without giv- 
ing his name he turned and walked slowiy 
away frem the little home where the hap- 
piest hours of his life had been passed. 

He made nv effort to fiad his wife, but 
continued his journey to Clay county, Ala- 
bama. 

Holden worked awhile at a farm Iaborer, 
and finally saved enough money to purchas« 
a smal! farm of bis own. In time the old 
love was forgotten and he married again. 

Holden prospered, and efter a few years 
owned one of the best farms in the county. 
Several children were born, and it was not 
long until his first marriage seemed like 
a dream. % 

About four years ago MYs. Holden No. 2 
died, leaving five children. About a year

The defeat of the jail bonds in Fulton 
county calls to mind again the difficulty, of 
bringing out a vote on such a question. 
The law is confusing, but no man is bet- 
ter. able to bring certainty out of confu- 
sion than Hon. Aiex King, of the well- 
kndwn firm of King & Spalding. He ex- 
plains the law and the way out thus: 

“Under the constitution of the state, arti- 
cle 7, section 7, paragraph 1, in order for 
a county or city to issue bonds, two-thirds 
of the qualified voters thereof must vote in 
favor thereof. 

“Where a registration is prescribed by 
law as the means for ascertaining who 
are' such qualified voters, two-thirds of the 
vogers regiStered must assent to the bond 
issue by voting therefor. 

“The registration list then in force will 
be the list by which this fact is to be de- 
termined. 

“The fact that two-thirds of the voters 
participating in the election vote for a bond 
~Sue will not carry it, unless tae two- 
thirds voting in favor thereof equal two- 
thirds of the registered voters.”’ 


Mr. King then goes on to g.ggest a 
way out‘of the difficulty of a large vote. 

“Another registration will take place for 
a general election of county officers in 
January, 1895. 

“if a new vote was had on the question 
of jail bonds at that election the registra- 
tion for the county election would control. 

‘tinder the law, in order to register for 
that election a citizen would have to pay 
his taxes for 1894, which are not in default 
until December 20th. A great many per- 
sons do not pay these taxes until after the 
January election. As all disputes over the 
cuunty officers. have been settled by the 
primary, there is never any great interest 
in it. 

“For this reason the registration is 
usually light for this election, and it would 
require much fewer votes in favor of an 
issue of jail bonds to carry them than at 
the last election. 

“Tt is,’ continued Mr. King, “of great 
importance that a new jail be provided. 
Humanity requires it. If bonds for such 
a purpose are not speedily authorized, the 
county commiss.oners will be confronted 
with the necessity of providing for it from 
taxatiop, as the present ill-ventilated lit- 
tle affair, which was built when the county 
was of not one-half its present population 
or wealth, and when the demands on it 
were comparatively light, cannot serve the 
public necessity longer.”’ 


The grand jury of Fulton county will meet 
in spécial session in the courthouse at 10 
o’clock this morning. Colonel Albert How- 
ell, with a large delegation of well-known 
gentlemen, wili appear before that body to 
urge the necessity of providing for the 
waifs and juvenile offenders of Fulton coun- 
ty.. The estabiishment of a reformatory 
seems to them to be the only recourse left 
to the grand jury.

NEW YORK, October 5.—Cotton declined 
8 to 9 points, recovered this and advanced 
about 4 points net for the day with sales 
of 194,900 bales. Liverpool advanced 1-32d 
on the spot and 4 to 4% points for fufure 
delivery, closing steady with an advance 
on futures of 2% points on futures, with 
spot sales of 15,000 bales, making 78,000 in 
the five days. In Manchester yarns and 
cloths were dearer and less active. British 
consols declined 3-16d.

THE AFTERMATH OF THE ELECTION 


There May Be a Recount in the Filth ofthe 
" ' Vote for Mayes and Sims—Mr. Mc- | 
Daniel’s Claim.

Mr. J.~H. Goldsmith .is the nominee of 
the democratic party of Atlanta for city 
comptroller. : 

That was the decision of the special com- 
mittee selected by Mr. Goldsmith and Mr. 
Holliday to make a recount of the vote .of 
the second ward. 

The recount was .made yesterday after- 
noon in the council chamber at the city 
hall and the work was watched not only 
by the contestants, but by quite a number 
of the warmest and most devoted friends 
of the two gentlemen. 

“At 2-o’clock the ballot box containing the 
vote of the second ward was brought into 
the council chamber. by. Mr. Walsh, Mr. 
Bacon and Mr. Mathews, who had been 
, Mr. 
Goldsmith and -Mr. Holliday were both 
present when the box was placed upon the 
city clerk's table and around the raiiing 
a large number of interested friends ‘were 
gathered. After the box was placed upon 
the table Mr, James Walsh, Mr. 8. W. 
Bacon, Mr. J. H. Mathews, Mr. J. N. 
Moody and Mr. J. W. Goldsmith gathered 
aroand it for the purpose of inspecting its 
contents. : 

“Shall I open the box?” asked_ Mr. 
Mathews when everything was in readiness 
for the work. 

*Yes, open it,’ responded two of the 
other inspectors in a breath. 

The box was opened and the ballots were 
turned out upon the table. Then two large 
baskets were placed in chairs near the 
table and the work of revision was begun. 
Mr. Mathews picked up a handful of 
tickets and Mr. Walsh did the same. Both 
gentlemen commenced separating the 
tickets, placing those for Mr. Goldsmith 
in one pile and those for Mr. Holliday in 
another pile. Two tellers or counters were 
seated at a table near by and as twenty-five 
tickets, were bundled together for either 
one or the other of the gentlemen they were 
recorded by the tellers. Then the bunches 
of twenty-five were passed over to a desk, 
which Mr. Goldsmith and Mr. Holliday sat 
side by side, and under their scrutiny they 
went. In this way the count continued un- 
til the last batch of tickets was passed 
upon and then the tellers were asked for 
the result, f 

“My count,” said the teller selected by 
Mr. Goldsmith, ‘‘shows Goldsmith 507 and 
Holliday 540 votes.” 

“And yours?” asked one of: the managers 
pointing to the other clerk. 

“That’s the way mine reads,” was the 
answer of the gentleman who had been 
selected by the Holliday faction. 

That count gave Mr. Goldsmith an in- 
crease Of twenty-one votes in the ward, 
and of course increased his majority in the 
city Just that much. In the count as the 
ward was recorded in the conselidation Mr. 
Goldsmith was -defeated in the ward fifty- 
four votes, Mr. Holliday’s vote being re- 
corded in that consolidation at 540 and that 
of Mr. Goldsmith at 486. The 'fecount did 
not change ‘Mr. Holliday’s vote one way or 
the othér, but it added twenty-one votes to 


«Dir. Goldsmith's minority. in that.savard and 


increased his majority in the city from 
fifty-five to seventy-six. 
. The Recount. 

In the entire city Mr. Goldsmith's vote 
in the consolidation made by the city ex- 
ecutive committee Thursday night was 2,466, 
while that of ‘Mr. Holliday was 2,411. The 
recourtt added twenty-one to Mr. Goild- 
smith, making his total - 2,487. 

The gentlemen who had charge of the 
work of recounting lost no time, but went 
through the tickets rapidly and accurately. 
The work was watched closely and with 
interest ®y the friends of the two candi- 
dates who were present, and it was not 
until the count had been completed that 
the result Was announced to those around. 
Still it was generally known before the re- 
count was completed that Mr. Goldsmith’s 
vote was increasing, while,that of Mr. Hol- 
liday’s was not changing. This aroused the 
interest in the work,-and that interest in- 
creased as the work progressed. Arong 
the gentlemen doing the work the best of 
feeling was apparent and it was with some- 
thing like a good relish the managers who 
had had charge of it went at.it. Immedi- 
ately after the work .was completed and 
the result was announced to those in the 
#ouncil chamber Mr. Holliday grasped Mr. 
Golismith by the hand saying: 

“John, you have my warmest and most 
sincere congratulations. I naturally wish 
that it had gone the other way and when I 
asked for this recount I had many reasons, 
as I thought, to think it had gone that 
way. But I am now thoroughly satisfied 
and no one can wish you good success more 
heartily than I. In asking for the recount 
I was actuated only by a’ right I had, and 
when I. asked it I thought I had good 
grounds for doing. so.” . 

Of course Mr. Goldsmith and his friends 
were delighted over the result of the re- 
count and on-all hands he was congratulat- 
ed by those’ who heard the result. But none 
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Pleasure than those extended by Mr. Hol- 
liday, who ‘had: given him such .a close 
shave for the place. x

agers had completed their work Mr.

He looked at the note again and 
then turning to the other managers re

“Here is a note from Captain W. D. 
Ellis,.chairman of the city executive com- 
mittee, asking that the ballots in this ward 
be put in the box and sealed up and that 
the box.be placed in a safe vault subject 
to the demands of the executive commit- 
tee.” 

So it was that after the election the 
votes were all put back in the box and the 
box was taken in charge by the managers, 


+ who carried out the wishes of the chairman 


of the city executive committee. 
The Managers Write. 

Immediately after the recount was com- 
pleted Messrs. Mathews and Bacon, two 
of the managers, addressed a communica- 
tion to Captain. W. D. Ellis, chairman of 
the city executive ‘committee, narrating 
the work they had done. In the letter the 
gentlemen said: 

“Atlanta, Ga., October. 5, 1894.—W .D. 
Ellis, Chairman City Executive Committee, 
City—Dear Sir: Pursuant to the action 
of the committee on yesterday evening, the 


managers of the primary election in the 


second ward proceeded to have a recount 
of the ballot in that ward, in so far as it 
affected the contest between Messrs. Holli- 
day and Goldsmith for the office of comp- 
troller. 

“This recount was made in the presence 
of witnesses and with the assistance of 
Messrs. Goldsmith and Holliday in person, 
the recount was verified. Upon this re- 
count it is shown that Mr. Holliday re- 
ceived 540 votes,. being the same number 


reported for him in our official return of 


yesterday evening. The recount today shows 
@ vote of 507 in favor of Mr. Goldsmith, 
which is an increase of twenty-one votes 
over ‘the number officially reported. The 
tally sheets were correct and showed that 
Mr. Goldsmith. was entitled to 507 votes, 
but there was a mistake in aggregating his 
votes, and an omission of twenty-one ac- 
curred. It will be observed that the result 
of this recount increases the majority of 
Mr. Goldsmith, and does not affect the result 
as declared by the committee. Respectfully, 

“J. H. MATHEWS, 
“Ss. W. BACON, 
‘“*‘Managers.”’ 

After the recount had been completed 
Mr. Holliday, surrounded by several of his 
friends, remarked: 

“Well, that settles it, and I have no room 
to complain about it. I have been fairly 
beaten and Mr. Goldsmith is elected. I 
wanted the fifth ward recounted, and think 
maybe it would have made some changes, 
but the committee saw proper not to grant 
it, and I reckon it was for the best. When 
I made those charges I had many reasons 
to think there was something in them else 
I would not have made them. I must con- 
fess that I was somewhat surprised at the 
changes made in the second and the way 
they were made.” 

Mr. Holliday’s Card. 

Mr. Holliday sent in the following card, 
asking for its publication: 

“Editor Constitution—It seems that I was 
misunderstood By some~when I asked for a 
recount of the comptroller vote In the sec- 
ond and fifth wards, and in order to set 
myself right: wiil ask you to say that my 
reason for doing so was that I had been in- 
formed that a mistake might have hap- 
pened in the seconti owing to the fact that 
several changes were made in clerks. It 
was currently reported that the clerks in 
the fifth ward had been drinking. There 
are dozens of people who heard this ru- 
m@. I did not accuse anybody of any in- 
tentional wrong, nor did I even suspect 
such, lL only thought that owing to the 
small majority, a recount might change the 
result. ‘My .suspicion of an error was not 
without foundation, which is shown by the 
fact that Mr. Goldsmith gained twenty- 
one votes on the second count. I am now 
entirely satisfied, and congratulate Mr. 
Goldsmith on his victory. I have the kind- 
est: feeling towards everybody, and am 
very grateful to all who gave me their sup- 
port, and especially to those who worked 
so hard to secure my election. Respect- 
fully, GEORGE H. HOLLIDAY.” 

May Recount the Sixth. 

Just what result the error found in the 
second ward will have on the primary is not 
known, but there are indications that it 
will lead to a recount of at Feast one more 
ward and maybe the vote of the entire 
city. 

The closeness of the race between Cap- 
tain Mayes and Mr. Sims, of the fifth ward, 
has created quite a dissatisfaction among 
the friends of th: two candidates and a re- 
count in that ward may be looked for. 
In fact, steps looking to a re- 
count have already been taken and it is 
more than likely tha® Captain Ellis, as 
chairman of the city executive committee, 
will order one before tonight. In some way 
a petition addressed to the captain, as 
chairmnan of the committee was sprung yes- 
terday and circulated among the members 
of the committee asking for a recount in 
that ward. The paper was signed by a 
majority of the committee and some time 
today Captain Ellis will give an official 
answer to the paper. Should the revount 
in the fifth be ordered there is no telling 
where it will stop. 

Then it is more than likely that the 


Mayes-Sims vote in the second will be re- : 


counted. Mr. Sims’s majority in the entire 
city over Captain Mayes was only 2%, and 
if a mistake of 21 was found fn Mr. Gold- 
smith’s favor in the second something might 
pull a change for Mr. Mayes. Those inter- 
ested in the matter say if 21 votes were lost 
sight of in the second for Mr. Goldsmith 
that candidates on the same ticket may not 
have been recorded on the tally sheet, or 
if recorded on that sheet may have been 
lost in the addition in the same way. It is 
upon such statements as these that they are 
anxious to see the vote for Mayes and Sims 
recounted in that ward. But if the recount 
were ordered and Mr. Mayes were given as 
many votes as Mr. Goldsmith gained he 
would not have enough to elect him. 

That the people generally are dissatisfied 
with the way the count progressed in the 
fifth ward there is no doubt and the peti- 
tion the members of the city executive com- 
mittee have signed for a recount shows 
that at least the members of the commit- 
tee who signed the paper concur with them. 

Mr. MeDaniel’s Claim. 

Then Mr. Henry McDaniel, who made the 
race for city engineer against Mr. bob 
Clayton, will this morning file with Captain 
Ellis a formal demand for a recount for that 
position. Mr. McDaniel, in talking about 


the matter to his friends asserts that he was 


flim-flammed on the day of the election, and 
in his letter will lay down the specifications 
very plainly. 

“You see,” says Mr. McDaniel in talking 
of the matter gnd-outlining his grounds of 
complaint, “there were two Claytons in the 
race. One, Bob Clayton, was running for 
city engineer against me, and the other, 
Tom Clayton, was running for city sexton. 
I have every reason to believe, and I think 
I can prove it, that the vote of the two 
Claytons was counted against me and in 
that way I was beaten. I am sure that I 
can satisfy the members of the city execu- 
tive committee that Iam right about that.”

in Atlanta Yesterday. 
A BIG CROWD WAS WITH HIM 
A Spec'al Train of Cava'rymen Passed 


Through the City en Rou'e to the 
West Yesterday Altern on- 


It isn’t every day one sees a soldier who 
fought in the command of Custer. 

But such a man was in Atlanta yesterday, 
and it was none other than Joe Milton, the 
gallant soldier whose life was saved in the 
memorable battle of Little Big Horn, where 
the brave Custer ard his men were massa- 


| cred, by having been sent back to the rear 


to do some cooking for the band of the reg- 
iment. 

Joe Milton is a tall fellow with bronzed 
face and gray mustache, large, square 
shoulders and tapering figure. He is still a 
private soldier in the service of the United 
States government and came through At- 
lanta yesterday with Troop F, of the fa- 
mous Seventh regiment. 

When the train on the Southern rail- 
way from Washington pulled into the union 
passenger depot late in the afternoon there 
were sixty-five regulars aboard, all bound 
for the west, where they have received or- 
ders to go. They have been at Fort Myer, 
across the Potomac from Washington, for 
the past three years, and were en route to 
Fort Sam Houston, at San Antonio, Tex. 

All of the soldiers were in service with 
Troop F, of the Seventh regiment, whicn 
is the same regiment with which the fa- 
mous G. A. Custer fought. ‘They traveled 
on a special train furnished by the fouth- 
ern Railway Company, and had every com- 
fort given them on the trip. having their 
ofiicers’ horses with them, and all the.r bag- 
gage and accoutrements. 

Private John Milton was quietly sitting 
in one of the passenger cars when seen 
by a Constitution representative, and was 
musingly looking out of the window. ; 

He was alone, for all of the other soldiers 
had gone out of the car to stretch their 
limbs, walking up and down the plank road 
or to cross the street to the nearest bar- 


room to get a drink. 
“Yes sir, I was a soldier in the Seventh 


regiment with Custer,’’ said he to the in- 


quiries of the reporter, 
“How near were you to the fighting?’ was 


asked. 

“Near as I wanted to be, the way it 
turned out,’”’ was the humorous reply, and 
the soldier laughed heartily. 

“No, I was sent to the rear just in time 
to save my neck.’’ continued the war-worn 
fellow, and he buttoned up his blue jacket 
tight around his body as he spoke. “I was 
sent back to do some cooking for the band, 
and in this way was saved. There was not 

a single soul saved out of the 261 that weat 
down into the valley with Custer, and only 
one horse. The old horse was caught and 
kept by the command for years afterwards. 
He was the horse of Captain Keho, and his 
name was Comanche. When the old an- 
imal died we skinned him and adjusted the 
skeleton and the stuffed horse is still to be 
seen in the museum of the University of 
Kansas. He was taken to the world’s fair 
and placed on exhibition and afterwards 
was carried to the university. For a long 
time we kept the stuffed horse in the bar- 
racks of the fort we were stationed at.”’ 

The soldier told a thrilling story as an 
eve-witness of the great fight that Custer 
made at Little Big Horn. He said there 
were thousands of Sioux Indiaps around the 
country, and that when they closed in upon 
the troops in the valley those who had been 
left behind knew there was but little hope 
of getting any of them out of the valley 
alive. He says it was a ghastly murder and 
massacre of men—nothing short of a dis- 
graceful massacre. 

Since the fight made with Custer "he Sev- 
enth regiment of cavalry has been stationed 
in the west until three years ago, when 
they were sent.to Washington, and have 
been there since, having but lately been or. 
dered back to the west. 

Joe Milton is the only soldier with the 
command.that was with Custer. He has 
been in the service of the United States 
army twenty-seven years. He is as content- 
ed today as he was the first day he entered 
and has never grown weary of the army. 
He is a plucky looking trooper, and has 
quite a young appearance to have had such 
experience in the service as he has. 

Captain J. M. Bel! and Lieutenants W’. 
H. Baldwin and R. Sewell were in charge 
of the command passing Atlanta yesterday.
